Houses of Representatives take similar 
oaths to support the constitution, the 
speaker declared, and if

holders do not abide by the oaths they 
take they are “not only perjurers, but 
traitors to their country*.”

He declared that the constitution, 
having been made by “We, the people,**1 
was the basis of all our liberties and 
all the privileges the country’ enjoys. 
“Wo live,” he went on, “under the 
be«t fyrm 
of government known to 
mankind, and this ha* been the rea­ 
son for the great progress the United 
States has made/* 
Mr. Moudy declared that specialists 
in this day in any one particular field 
are few in comparison with the great, 
mass of people, and, because of tills 
fact, he urged that the electorate be 
careful in its selection of the men to 
handle the affairs of government. 
Discusses Prohibition

discussing the 
constitution 
and its amendments, of which there 
are nineteen, the speaker turned his 
attention to the Eighteenth amend­ 
ment and th® Volstead enforcement 
act passed to carry out the provisions 
of the Eighteenth amendment. 
Answering critics who say that the . 
Eighteenth amendment was passed by J 
the minority, Mr. Moudy pointed to 
the long process involved not only in 
the National, but in the government 
of the states, before the amendment j 
could finally become part of the con-1 
stitution.
